City Adopts 
New Sick 
Leave Policy

A program designed te 
keep city employes on the 
job was adopted 'by resolu¬ 
tion at the October 25 meet¬ 
ing of the Sierra Madre City 
Council. 

An agreement between the 
city and its employes chan¬ 
ges the current sick leave 
policy. Under previous policy, 
employes were granted one 
day of sick leave per month 
to a maximum of 100 days. 

Under the new policy em¬ 
ployes will still be allowed 
one day sick leave each 
month, but if the employe 
accumulates l.JO days of un¬ 
used leave he will be paid 
a full day’s salary for every 
additional three days of un¬ 
used leave time. After the 
100 days is accumulated an 
employe can look for a day’s

BETTS CALMS PANIC AT 
LA. AIRPORT SHOOTING

Many people short change the small town police officer, 
thinking him only capable of handling a minor traffic 
accident or a trespasing complaint. All too often the tele¬ 


vision version of the hard¬ 
core metropolitan cop Is the 
only one to come to mind, for 
the average citizen in a ser¬ 
ious situation. 

Well the small town of¬ 
ficers have taken a big step 
toward showing the public 
that their training and abil¬ 
ity has in no way been im¬ 
paired because of the infre¬ 
quency of major crimes in 
their towns. 

Lt. Bill Betts of the Sierra 
Madre Police Departme n i 
took control of a panic sit¬ 
uation at the Los Angeles 
International Airport recent¬ 
ly. Because of his profes¬ 
sional ability, victims of a 
senseles shooting received 
immediate medical attention 
and suspects In the Incident 
were apprehended by L.A. 
policemen. 

The shooting of a boy and 
his father, September 10 in 
the parking-stnuctm re across 
from the airport terminal 


brought screaming witnesses 
into the terminal’s main 
building. 

According to Laurel Roen- 
nau she ran into the build¬ 
ing screaming for help. 

“I heard the shots and 
saw a man run into the ter¬ 
minal from the parking 
structure,” she recalls. “I 
was yelling ‘there’s been a 
shooting’ and asked' for 
help. Everybody looked at 
me like i was crazy,” she 
says. 

After covering the term¬ 
inal, the baggage area and 
half the satellite corridor 
seeking help, Mrs. Roennau 
found Betts. 

After identifying himself 
and listening to the details 
of the incident from Mrs. 
Roennau, they chased' the 
suspect where she had last 
seen him. The first security 
officer sighted was notified 
of the shooting and help was 


on its way to the victims, ac¬ 
cording to a report. 

“I feel confident that if 
more time had been wasted 
and Lt. Betts had not acted 
so professionally, the first 
suspect would have gotten 
away,” says Mrs. Roennau.

Two police units and the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer De¬ 
partment rescue truck ar 
rived at the Lu Vici home 
shortly after dice's call for 
an ambulance at 5:45 p.m. A 
fire department emergency 
medical technician incised 
the bite and' sucnod poison 
from the thumb while lidd¬ 
ing a tourniquet at the hay’ 
wrist. 

He was taken to Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital by ambu¬ 
lance where snake bite spe¬ 
cialist Dr. Jack Wainschel 
was waiting. 

Complicating the boy’s 
condition was an allergy to 
the horse serum anti-venom, 
according to Dr. Wainschel. 

“He was in pretty had 
shape when we first got him 
and that allergy was the 
biggest problem in treating 
him,” said Wainschel. 

After more than 40 min- 
utess of negative allergy 
testing results, minute quan¬ 
tities of the anti-venom were 
administered but discontin¬ 
ued when signs of severe re¬ 
action appeared on the boy's 
skin. 

A .new oxygen hydro-ther¬ 
apy was used. According to 
Dr. Wainschel that treat¬ 
ment was a successful sub- 
stiltue for the anti-venom.

Rev. Anderson concludes 
his remaks with; “In Com¬ 
munion we partake by faith.

Dear Editor: 

The svmptom which most 
clearly demonstrates tha' a 
nation’s economic system 
has deteriorated or been in¬ 
tentionally converted to so¬ 
cialism is the crisis caused 
by shortages of materials 
the people vitally need. The 
beauty of the free-enterprise 
system is its resiliency and 
ability to adapt to new sit¬ 
uations by changing its me¬ 
thods to accomplish the 
same ends. Generally these 
changes are made before 
any crisis occurs. The social¬ 
ist system, because of its 
direct and indirect controls 
on cvety facet cf production, 
will always tend to produce 
shortages. Due to bureau- 
cractic bungling or purpose¬ 
ful design, file social i s t 
planners always create shot- 
ages. 

What are some of the me¬ 
thods utilized by the social¬ 
ist bureaucracy which caus«» 
these shortages? Taxation is 
one. This method of interfer¬ 
ence removes funds which, 
if left in the free-enterprise 
system, would be used for 
further research, and de¬ 
velopment of better and new 
products from old and new 
lesourees. Inflation is an¬ 
other method, w'nioh has the 
same effect as taxation. 
People don’t want to invest 
their money because its 
value is continually decrea¬ 
sing. So they spend it on 
whatever is available. 

Planning is another me¬ 
thod used to cause short¬ 
ages. Through planning, 
government redirects the 
energy of the people by of¬ 
fering subsidies of its e,n-

deavors and control of other 
endeavors to what it feels is 
important. This remo v e s 
many people from research 
and development of re¬ 
sources and products which 
no one else can even inva¬ 
sion as useful. The ten¬ 
dency of bureaucratic inter¬ 
vention is to work only with 
what is known in the way 
it determines is useful. Its 
tendency is to work in short 
spurts of energy, sacrificing 
all energy to its planning 
and its desires while at no 
time being self correcting. 
The importance of the free- 
enterprise system is that il 
is always at work and is 
always self correcting. 

Controls are anotho' - me¬ 
thod used by the socialist 
■bureaucracy to cause short¬ 
ages. Although controls have 
already been mentio n e d 
along with planning, it is 
also a separate function and 
is used to limit production 
in some areas, while trying 
to increase it in others. As 
an example, determine the 
number of acres kept out of 
food production as a result 
of government cont r o 1 s, 
while at th n same time the 
cost of grain product- in¬ 
creases along with the cost 
of meat because cattlemen 
have to pay increased prices 
for feed. 

If we are really concerned 
about the energy crisis, I ho 
resource crisis, and the food 
crisis, we must discard the 
socialist economic system 
and replace it with the free- 
enterprise system which pro¬ 
duced so much wealth in 
this country. Get big, bur¬ 
eaucratic government off the 
back of all Amcriacns, es¬ 
pecially th e businessmen.

A Veterans Committee for Tax Reduction, headed by 
Alfred P. Chamie of Los Angeles, past national commander 
and past state commander of the American Legion, was 
announced recently by Dr. Norman Topping, chairman of 
Californians for Lower Taxes. 

Californians for Lower Taxes is the non-partisan citi¬ 
zens group promoting the November 6 passage of Propo¬ 
sition 1 the Revenue Control and Tax Reduction Initia¬ 
tive drafted by a special task force at Governor Reagan's 
request. 

“Proposition 1 is a responsible and realistic program 
to control growth of government spending and reduce 
taxes, while maintaining government services,” the vet¬ 
erans group leaders said in a joint statement. “We recom¬ 
mend it to veterans and all the people of California.” 

Assisting the Governor’s task force on the drafting of 
Proposition 1 were such prominent economists as Dr. Mil- 
ton Friedman of the University of Chicago, Dr. William 
Niskanen of the University of California at Berkeley, and 
Dr. W. Craig Stubblebine of the Claremont Graduate School 
of Economics, Claremont. 


SPEED 1 KILLS 


There is a cloud no bigger 
than a tranquilizer pill ap¬ 
pearing on the horizon of 
traffic safety researchers 
these days. 

As though they didn’t 
have enough troubles with 
the ominous statistics un¬ 
covered in connection with 
the alcohol-Impaired driver, 
theor is growing evidence 
that another type of chug- 
impaired driver also presents 
a problem of tremendous 
potential. 

These are not the hard¬ 
core heroin addicts — the 
familiar “dope fiends” of 
popular literature — but 
millions of people taking 
frequent doses of so-called- 
“innocent” drugs for a var¬ 
iety of reasons, usa.ully valid 
and frequently under a doc¬ 
tor’s care. 

A person can be taking 
such drugs for several ail¬ 
ments and acquired from a 
number of sources. Th 0 cum¬ 
ulative effect of the medica¬ 
tion is thus greater than 
would be anticipated from 
any of the chugs taken 
singly. 

Such mind-changing drugs 
as diet pills, tranquilizers, 
a lit ih istamines, ha rbiturates 
and bromides can impair a 
driver’s ability to function 
effectively on the highway. 
When used in conjunction 
with even moderate amounts 
of alcohol, the results can be 
tragic. 

In measuring impairment, 
the yardstick must be the 
individual driver’s ability to 
handle a car when in a nor 
mal physical condition . . . 
that is, undrugged. The ad¬ 
dition of drugs to the scene 
creates a very dangerous sit 
nation for the driver. His 
■perception of time and space 
is altered and his driving 
equilibrium is thrown out of 
balance. 

A huge industry has grown 
around- the selling of legal 
drugs. Some idea of its size 
can be gained from the fact 
that just the promotion and 
advertising of beverage al¬ 
cohol and tobacco, parent 
medicines and over - the - 
counter drugs casts $2 mil¬ 
lion every day in. the United 
States alone. 

No one knows precisely 
how many people are using 
drugs in one form or an¬ 
other. However, there is no 
doubt that the problem in¬ 
volves a veiy large propor¬ 
tion of our population. 

According to on 0 authori 
talive source, over 50 per 


cent have at least tried 
.some mind-changing drug, 
oil her through prescriptions 
or under-the-counter sales. 
The same survey estimated 
that 25 per cent of American 
women over 30 arc currently 
under prescription for amp- 
rot amines, barbiturates or 
iranqiulizers, with the per¬ 
centage rising to 40 per cent 
of women in higher income 
brackets. 

As early as 1966, the pres¬ 
tigious “Journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion was warning doctors 
lliat knowledge of the effects 
of drugs on driving was 
limited and that equally ef¬ 
fective but loss hazardous 
alternate drugs should he 
prescribed for driver-patients 
whenever possible. 

Synergistic Effect 

Rut the real Sunday punch 
of the drug situation lies ir 
the so-called “synergistic” 
effect of drugs combiner! 
with alcohol. This refers to 
the joint action of drugs 
which when taken together 
increase each other’s effec¬ 
tiveness. 

This means that a driver 
laking cold pills, for ex¬ 
ample, might very well, af¬ 
ter downing a couple of 
cocktails, exhibit all the be¬ 
havioral characteristics of 
the town drunk. His reflexes 
could- he slowed, his speech 
slurred, his vision impaired 
and his gait affected. 

This man becomes a dan¬ 
gerous driver, by any defini¬ 
tion . . . and only because 
lie woke up with the snif¬ 
fles and lacked knowledge 
of the possible side-effects ol 
his pills and cccktails. 

Ore researcher whose work 
has carried- him into many 
arrest situations has ob¬ 
served that numerous indi¬ 
viduals arrested for drunker, 
driving are also drug in¬ 
volved. In certain instances, 
the individual has a very 
low blood alcohol level but 
lias also, in fact, taken some 
other substance which are 
synergistic with alcohol and 
which produce all the ap¬ 
pearances of gross drunken¬ 
ness, even though the indi¬ 
vidual has consumed very- 
little alcohol. 

This suggests that other 
drugs may be the cause of 
many accidents which arc 
reported by the casual or .un¬ 
trained observer as being 
due to alcohol. 

Obviously what is needed 
io provide researchers witli 
important information is a 
eomnlote overhaul of our

highway accident reporting 
procedures. 

The actual amount of im¬ 
pairment of .drug involved 
drivers is something that re¬ 
searchers would very much 
like to know. Unfortunately, 
it is in precisely this area 
that our knowledge i.s at pre¬ 
sent severely limited. 

The many side effects of a 
particular drug are well- 
known and arc usun 11 y 
spelled out in the pharma¬ 
cology available to doctors. 
But these side effects are 
subject to individual vari¬ 
ables. To wliat extent the 
pcrdictable labortory reac¬ 
tions are translated into ac¬ 
tual accident - involvement 
is largely unknown today. 

Properties of Drugs 

An examination of the 
proporties of the types of 
drugs in largest use gives an 
indication of the problem 
facing traffic safety experts. 

Antihistamines are widely 
used (and usually without 
prescription) to relieve the 
congestion and tissue in¬ 


flammation associated with, 
head colds and allergies. 
Some also have the ability 
to diminish or abolish the 
symptoms of motion sick¬ 
ness. 

-However, the ‘‘Physician.-.’ 
Desk Reference,” a standard 
authority in the pharmaceu¬ 
tical field, cautions that 
people using these drugs 
should be advised against 
driving or using dangero-us 
machinery because of pos¬ 
sible drowsiness. 

Amphnetaminos are .stim¬ 
ulants that, among other ef¬ 
fects, diminish appetite and 
lessen sleepiness. For these 
rsasons, they are widely used 
by dieting women and- long¬ 
distance drivers. They can 
also cause disruption of 
mental function, lessening 
of muscle control, and hallu¬ 
cinations. The government 
recently announced a recall 
program designed to reduct 
ihe wide-spread use of .d-iel 
drugs. 


Initiative Need! 


Any measure should be judged first upon the need. 
If there is no need for the measure, it should not pass. 
The measure of need in case of this initiative can bo made 
by each taxpayer in looking at his own taxes. Particularly 
he can look at the total taxes he has paid in the past 10 
years and see how they have grown. Then he should look 
at: his own income and see how the ratio of taxes to in¬ 
come has changed. 

In every instance that taxpayer will find he is paying 
a higher percentage ol his income for government. In fact 
the demands of government on his earnings have increased 
at a faster ratio than have his earnings. This indieates the 
need. Government costs cannot continue to out-pace earn¬ 
ings. 

Statistics on the matter do not always concur in calen¬ 
dars since population and personal income are based upon 
a regular calendar year and expenitures upon a fiscal year. 
But just looking at the last seven years (1965 to 1972 in 
calendar years and 1964-65 to 1971-72 in fiscal years) this 
is what has happened: The population ol California grew 
11 per cent from 18.5 million to 20.5 milliin; the personal 
income grew 69 per cent from $60,234 million to $102,055 
million; state and local government expenditures grew 87 
per cent from $11,036 million to $20,664 million; and while 
ihe number of employees in state and local government 
increased 42 per cent from 830,000 to 1,178,000 the number 
of employees in private employment increased 16 per cent 
from 4,948,000 to 5,734,000. 

So state and local government is growing at rates 
beyond the rest of the economy. The number of employees 
in public employment is increasing at 2Va times the num¬ 
ber of employees in private employment. And expenditures 
by state and local government have grown at a rate a 
fourlli greater than the growth of personal income, which 
is the real tax base. 

The test of the need of this initiative, then, is whether 
people believe there must be an end to this kind of growth.
